DUG UP VALUABLE BOOK. 
Searching through the library of the 


Bucks 
County Historical Society's 


museum for information which might 
be valuable in preparing the volumes 
of the earliest writings of Scuwenk- 
felcl, the German Reformer, Prof. El- 
mer Ellsworth Schultz Johnson, dis- 
covered several books which are said 
to be almost priceless. 


Even Librarian Ely did not know 


of the existence of the books, two of 
which aie in manuscript. 
The most 


valuable of them is a small volume 
containing the Bchwenkfeld catechism 
and has an introduction by Schwenk- 
feld himself. Prof. Johnson was al- 
m^st delirious with pleasure and sur- 
prise when he found it, and assured 
his astonished friends that he had al- 
ways believed that there was only 
one copy of it in existence—and that 
in a royal library in Germany, where 
he had discovered it several years 
ago. 
One of the volumes—the writer 


can't say which—was declared to be 
worth at least $1000. 


While speaking of Prof. Johnson's 
"Bnd" it may be interesting to know 
that the first of the seventeen volumes 
of Hchwenkfeld's earliest writingsbas 
been delivered to the Society, 
but 


that the last will probably not be 
forthcoming for at least seventeen 
years. Tne work of collecting the in- 
formation was exceedingly difficult, 
but a friend says that the editors now 
have "stacks and stacks" of material. 


ODD MASONIC MARK. 


Dr. Frank B. Swartzlander, of this 


place, undoubtedly has one of 
the 


oddest Masonic 
"marks" in the 


county, probably in the State. Usu- 
ally, as Royal Arch Masons know, the 
members select their initials or some- 
thing suggestive of their names, but 
Dr. Swnrfcilsnder departed from the 
beaten way.

It was 
given to his oldest son by a Gtrman 
ancestor of the family seven genera- 
tions ago, with directions' that it 
should be handed down to the eldest 
son of the eldest son and never be part- 
ed with except for bread,

Vivisection and Anti-toxin Defended. 


Dr. William H. Gulfoy, register of 


records in the Department of Health 
of New York has vigorously challeng- 
ed declarations made by anti-vlvlscc- 
tlonlsts that "there is no proof that 
the millions of animals that nave been 
sacrificed lo the whims of scientists 
have produced the slightest benefit to 
science or tended to improve the treat- 
ment of disease." 


"1 dont' believe," said Dr. Gulfoy, 


"that there is any fair minded physi- 
cian In active practice anywhere In the 
civilized world at theprenent timevvho 
docs not acknowledge and take advan- 
tage of the immense assistance afford- 
ed by the use of anti-toxin, a product 
of vivisection, in the treatment of 
diphtheria and croup. 


"If nothing else had been done by 


vivisectionlsts except to discover the 
value of anti-toxin In treating diph- 
theria, that alono would justify many 
times over everything ever done In 
tiic name of vivisection." 


Antitoxin came into use In 1894. 


Dr. Gulfoy said that in 1878 statistics 
taken in nineteen of the largest cities 
in the world showed 
that eighty 


children out of every one hundred 
thousand of the population died from 
diphtheria. 
The fatidity 
from this 


disease reached its height, he said. In 
nineteen cities in 1881, when the rate 
Increased to 101 children. 
For tho 


fourteen years from 1881 to 1894 the 
figures never touched below seventy, 
but in the first year at the use of an- 
titoxin tlie death rate fell from eighty 
to fifty-live and from 1891 on It made 
a gradual descent until in 19(15, it 
readied the low figure of seventeen. 


Tiie death rate from diphtheria for 


the boroughs of Manhattan, Brook- 
lyn anil the Bronx, according to Dr. 
Gulfoy, has dec cosed with the injec- 
tion of antitoxin 57 per cent compar- 
ing the thirteen years succeeding 1895 
with the twenty-seven years previous 
lo it-s general use. 


"It is all very well for a man to 


say lie is an antl-vivlscctioDlst," 
continued Dr. Gulfoy, "buthovcan 
any one go behind these figure*.? If 
a child with diphtheria was playing 
in a room with forty other children 
of anti-vivisection parents 1 do not 
doubt that when the parent* of those 
forty children learned of the presence 
of the one child affected with thi^ 
disease they would insist upon their 
children obtaining injections of diph- 
theria antitoxin In sufficient quanti- 
ty not only lo cure the child butjto 
convert the parents into rabid sup- 
porters of vivisection on the lower 
animals as a means of obtaining 
knowledge enabling the physicians 
of the present and the future to treat 
diseases scientifically." 


Dr. Guilfoy said that the great hope 


of future advance In medical know- 
ledge depended upon the perfection of 
serum therapy.

Jt is 
iraclically assured Ihal wool prices 
will not be lower, and there is every 
reason to* believe that prices for all 
tlnds of wool will be higher after the 
turn of the new year, as domestic sup- 
ily will not be sufileient to meet the 
leimuul, and foreign wools must be 
.irought in in large quantities to carry 
.lie mills along to our now domestic 
clip. The new foreign wool will sell 
considerably higher 
than 
the old 


stocks, now rather limited, and no- 
thing that may happen in tariff tink- 
ering can affect supplies on hand, or 
contracted for abroad 
If the wool 


larUr is to be changed a more appro- 
priate time could not have been chosen 
us the supply of wool in this country 
lias not been so small at this time in 
the year, In many years, and there is 
practically no made-up cloth in the 
hands of manufacturers or 
selling 


agents.

An Incipent boom has been started 


in the Third ward of Bristol by some 
ardent admireis of Doron Green for 
Burgess. It is doubtful that Mr. Green 
would accept the honor even if assured 
of the nomination as he is very much 
wrapped up in School Board affairs. 


On Tuesday, Messrs. Detweiler and 
Cressmau, the two remaining mem- 
bers of the Board of Poor Directors, 
fruitlessly balloted to fill the vacancy 
in the Board occasioned by the death 
of Hugh B. Webster, of Hulmeville. 
Thirty or more ballots were taken 
without successful result—the two 
members being apparently hopelessly 
divided. 


Detweiler, representing the wishes 


of the Grundy-Minster organization, 
voted steadily for Watson Davis, of 
Eddington, while Cressman settled on 
William B. Knight, of Langhone. 


The fight behind the whole perform- 


ance is the appoinment of a steward 
for the almshouse to succeed James 
Pollock, the present incumbent. Jt 
appears that upon a former occasion 
Cressman believed that he was trap- 
ped by the Republican organization 
when Mr. Pollock was elected Steward 
and now he considers that he is ob- 
taining sweet revenge by holding up 
the third member of the board. 


On December 1 the Directors—Jonas 
F. Cressman and Heury B. Detweiler 
—held a conference at the Almshouse 
for the purpose of filling the vacancy.

"No," he said. "I have consulted all 
kinds of doctors and followed their 
prescriptions. I shall iievcr be cured. 
I will tell you how the Ihlng happened. 


"1 was writing an o]>era. 
I hail to 


fletil with a very tiresome'and capri- 
cious tenor. I bad already written two 
great arias to the same words, neither 
of whleh pleased him, nud also a third, 
which he did not care for tho first time 
he tried It, although he' took It away 
•with him. I was thai king heaven 1 
had done with him and hud begun to 
settle myself to sometl ins else which 
I hnd laid aside. I had hardly worked 
at it half an hour before I heard n 
knock at the door, whl> h I recognized 
ns that of my tenor. 


"I sprang up from mr table in such 


a rage that ns the man cntne into the 
room I Hung uiysclf up'»n the floor, as 
they do on the stage" (here lie throw 
np his arms and gestlc ulnted In Illus- 
tration), "but I fell upon my hands 
When I got up I found I was dcnf, 
and from that moment I have remain- 
ed so.

BRASS 
HORNS. 


Th* Way the Thin, Seamless Tubes 


Are Bent Without Injury. 


Saxhorns, so called after a famous 


Belgian family named Snx, who In- 
vented and Introduced these instru- 
ments about the middle of the last cen- 
tury, are the mainstay of all modern 
brass bands. They are manufactured 
In many different sizes, from high so- 
prano to the huge contrabass or bom- 
bardon, and tho most important of the 
lot is the euphonium, which supplanted 
tho now obsolete "serpents" and oplii- 
cleldcs. The tallest saxhorn ever made 
stands eight feet high aad contains 
more than forty feet of tubing. 


The advantage of seamless or "solid 


drawn" tubes for such Instruments as 
trombones nud horns Is considerable, 
since, no matter how good the Join 
may be, sooner or later the action of 
tho breath will wear away the solder. 


To bend these thlir brass tubes with- 


out splitting or denting tho metal was 
at ouo time very difficult, but, thnukg 
to a most Ingenious nrtlflce, the opera- 
tion Is now both safe and simple. The 
tube Is first.washed out with a chem- 
ical substnfice, such as Is used by 
plumbers to prevent solder from ad- 
hering where It is not wnuted, nnd it 
la then completely filled with inolteu 
lend poured In frora n ladle. Thus sup- 
ported from within, the brass Is easily 
nud safely bent to the required shape, 
the lead being afterward removed by 
heat.—Pearson's.
